INSECTS IN AGRICULTURE. 

It is the province of the farmer to raise food, 
we had almost said for every creature. It may 
not be true to say 80, but he has to feed a great 
many more creatures than he desires to, and 
sometimes this compulsory feeding upon the 
fruits of his labors, leaves him with little to 
eat himself, 

Thus, as soon as the seed is committed to the 
earth it is subject to the depredations of a horde 
of insects, and as soon as it is up another horde 
attack it, and when it is ripened, if it should 
chance to escape all its enemies thus far, anoth- 
er set are all ready to devour it unless it be 
watched, and guarded with care. Oftentimes 
the worst enemy he has to contend against, is 
a little despicable puny insect, which, notwith- 
standing all his wisdom and strength, baffles his 
efforts of protection and leaves him minuscrops. 

Hence, it becomes useful if not necessary for 
the farmer to become acquainted with so many 
at least of the insect tribes as interfere directly 
with his labors, In different sections of the coun- 
try we find different species of insegts, and 
therefore it becomes a duty for the farmers of 
each section to become acquainted with the 
insects of his immediate location first. 

The New York State Agricultural Society 
have taken measures to have the insects of their 


territory whether noxious or beneficial, described, 


and have employed Dr. Asa Fitch to doit. This 
he has done, and we very cheerfully acknowl- 
edge the receipt of a copy of his work, and 
for which we tender him our cordial thanks. It 
isa work of some 170 or 180 octavo pages, 
and isan honor not only to him but to the 
Society which employed him to perform the 
labor which he has so well done. He not only 
decribes the insect in a clear and familiar man- 
ner, but he has illustrated the work witha 
great many cuts, presenting them to the eye 
in their various forms, and at their work of 
destruction at different stages, in such a manner 
that he who is but little versed in Entomology, 
may readily understand it. We wish every 
farmer and gardener could have a copy of it. 





SUNFLOWER SEED FOR FOWLS. 

A correspondent of the Country Gentleman 
recommends sunflower seed as an excellent 
food for fowls. 

They are indeed excellent for that purpose. 
We once raised a quarter of an acre of them. 
They are easily raised and the hens and turkeys 
were exceedingly fond of the seed, the sheep) 
eat the dried leaves, the hogs were fond of the 
green leaves, and the large dried stalks made} 
very good kindling wood. But after all we 
were not quite sure whether it was not better 
to raise Indian corn for them. 

The writer above referred ‘to goes into the 
following calculation—‘‘an acre of ground” 
says he, ‘set one foot each way, will contain 
43,560 plants and the yield will be from 75 to 
100 bushels according to the nature of the soil 
and cultivation ; but they will grow on almost 
any soil and location. 

Between 20 and 30 years ago, Charles A. 
Barnitz, of Pennsylvania, experimented a good 
deal in making oil from sunflower seeds. By 
hulling them and passing them through an oil 
press, he obtained a pure sweet oil, equal to 
any olive oil, for any of the purposes to which 
olive oil is put. We suppose, however, it must 
have been more costly than olive oil, from the 
fact of its not coming into more general use. 
One trouble in its manufacture was the require- 
ment of hulling. e 

At the time of Mr. B’s. experiments the 
ordinary screw press was used. If the seed 
was not hulled the hull would absorb a portion 
of the vil. We should think, however, that 
the improved hydraulic presses, or combined 
screw and knuckle joint press, would squeeze 
the oil out of hull and kernel as dry as a chip. 

We mention these things merely to remind 
our readers that there are valuable properties in 
the honest old sunflower, and that it need not 
be grown asa merely ornamental plant.

RICH’S PATENT IRON BEAM PLOUGH. 

Mr. Epitor :—I notice, in your paper of Jan. 
3, a correspondent from Pembroke makes inqui- 
ty about ‘‘Rich’s Iron Beam Plows.’* As it 
happens I have seen them, and also used one a 
little, I will make a few brief remarks on the 
subject. 

A plough with the above name was sent me, 
late last fall, from the foundry in Dexter, Pe- 
nobscot Co., for trial. I had time to use it two 
days, only, before the ground closed by frost. 
The first day I tried it in a field, tolerably 
smooth, that had before been ploughed and 
seeded to grass. The second day | used it ina 
very rough piece of ground, knolly, stumpy, 
rocky, and, worse than all, braky, and fillea 
with bunchberry roots, and had never before 
been ploughed. In both cases it did up the 
work to our entire satisfaction ; and, to our 
surprise, in the rough field, beyond our expec- 
tation, for it literally ‘‘made the rough way 
smooth.”’ 

Tam well satisfied with the general principle 
of the plough, and, from the little work I have 














seen done by it, I think it is just the thing 
wanted, and do not hesitate to recommend it to 
farmers in want of an easy running plow, and 
one, at the same time, that does its work well. 
I can but think that it must excel all others now 
in use in this part of the State, in rough lands 
especially, if not in all kinds of ground. The 
Plough, in its construction, is a short dub of a 
thing, simple, ill-looking, resembling somewhat 
in its outward contour and profile, a skunk, yet 





in its pathway it is no such animal, is perfeetly 


compelled to say all manner of good things of it, 
and generally will be pleased with following it. 
It is made entirely of iron, except the handles. 
The beam and landside form but one piece, being 
cast together. 

It has become, I am told, the universal favor- 
ite of the farming community wherever known 
and used, and needs only to be introduced to be 
in the hands of every farmer in the United 
States. In New York, where it is best known, 
it has taken many of the first premiums at the 
County Fairs, gnd at the great Fuir of the 
American Inagitute, at Castle Garden, New 
York, it was awarded the first premium, a silver 
medal, ‘‘for the plough of the best and cheapest 
mode of construction.”

GRAFTING FRUIT TREES. 

Mr. Epiror :—Before the season arrives for 
grafting fruit trees, I propose to say something 
on that subject, and perhaps I may be instru- 
mental in calling out others also, and that is 
just what [ should like. 

Should I enquire of you, which of the several 
modes of grafting is most approved, you would 
doubtless reply that every man grafts in his own 
way. 

We cannot quote our fathers or our grand- 
fathers, for but very few of them understood 
the art of grafting or budding, and therefore 
they generally contented themselves with origi- 
nating new varieties of fruits, some of which, 
(though-a small per cent.,) have proved worthy 
to be perpetuated. 

Generally speaking, the people who are em- 
ployed in agriculture, horticulture and pomol- 
ogy, are slow to adopt anything new until it 
has been pretty well proved and tried, and with 
satisfactory results. The question is, which, 
on the whole,-is the best mode of grafting, or 
the least objectionable ? 

Were it left to me to decide, I must give a 
decided preference to saddle grafting, for rea- 
sons which to my mind are conclusive. But 1 
would not be understood to be confined to it 
alone. By saddle grafting the scion unites 
with perfect soundness at the junction, it is 
strong and not easily put out of place,—it is 
fast growing and the wound soon heals over. 

Having given what I consider the best mode, 
I will now, at the risk of having my ears pulled 
for treading on the toes of some friends who 
practice the cleft or split grafting, say that I 
consider it the most objectionable of all the 
modes now in use, My reasons are, that when 
the stock is split and a scion inserted, the tree 
never will be sound at the junction even when 
it grows to the diameter of a half barrel ; but 
there will be ever after a dead hollow place in 
the centre of the tree. Nor is it so strong at 
the junction as by the saddle grafting, and it 
is more easily put out of place. I think also 
that the scion is not so sure of uniting with the 
stock as it is hy saddle grafting. 

The difference of the time in healing over the 
wound at the junction is very great, and I 
think also there is a marked difference in the 
growth of the scion the first season. 

For these and other reasons, [ much prefer 
the saddle to the cleft grafting. 

Grartinc Crotn. Grafting Cloth is now 
extensively used, more especially on this River. 
Hundreds of yards are annually sold in this 
vicinity, and as frequent enquiries are made for 
a recipe for making or waxing the cloth, I give 
you my mode for waxing one or more hundred 
yards, viz.: Take cotton sheeting and divide it 
equally lengthwise ; it will then be of suitable 
width. Then melt the following ingredients 
together over a slow fire, in the proportions of— 
Six pounds beeswax, two pounds rosin, and one 
pint linseed oil, all of good quality. 

Then, while hot, pass the cloth into the wax 
and then between two wooden scrapers 
which are keyed together just close enough to 
remove the surplus wax from the cloth. The 
waxed cloth is then laid on a smooth board and 
cut with a sharp knife for use into strips about 
a half an inch wide and about ten inches long, 
according to the size of the stocks. 

The increasing use of this recipe, proves the 
high estimation in which it is held by those 
best acquainted with it. The cloth should not 
be prepared till about the time is used, as the 
new is best. Meyey Lirrie.

Baxixc Beets anp Turvips. I have seen it 
recommended in your paper to bake beets in- 
stead of boiling them. 1 wish to add my testi- 
mony in favor of the method. Being washed 
with as little of the skin cut as possible we bake 
them till done when the outer skin is removed, 
and the beets served up according to taste. The 
sweet juices which inevitably escape while boil- 
ing, are retained and concentrated and one who 
has never eaten them would be surprised at the 
superior flavor. 

The ruta baga or sweet turnip is equally im- 
proved by thesame method of cooking. Not 
being fond of, and therefore not eating the latter 
vegetable, I cannot speak in its favor from per- 
sonal experience but the unanimous opinion of 
the turnipsloving members of the household is, 
that boiled turnips should be eschewed by all 
good cooks and housekeepers.

FARMERS’ MEETINGS AT THE STATE HOUSE. 

The first of a series of farmers’ meetings, 
called by the Executive-Committee of the Maine 
State Agricultural Society, was held at the 
State House, on Thursday evening, Jan. 17. 7 

The President, Hon. 8S. Butman, took the 
chair, stating that the subject of conversation 
was the ‘‘Feeding and Management of Live 
Stock or Domestic Animals.’’ This was a sub- 
ject of vital importance to the furmers of Maine. 
The meeting was an informal, social one, and 
he invited all present to take part in it. 

Mr. Forbes, of South Paris, would like to 
hear from gentlemen, in regard to neat stock. 
We have various kinds of fodder, good upland 
hay, swale hay, bog hay, &c., and he would like to 
know how to use them so as to keep up the con- 
‘dition of neat stock, and not have them grow 
poor in ghe operation. 

Mr. Chase, of Buckfield, said his business was 
farming. We are all aware that farmers have | 
muchrough fodder. He commences at winter to 
give poor fodder, and changes every day, say, corn 
fodder, strawy coarse hay, and, if he finds it not; 
sufficiently nutritive, he gives a nubbin of md 
or afew turnips. In this way he keeps his 
stock in as good condition as when they came to 
the barn. 

Mr. Crane, of Kenduskeag, said that he has 
much coarse fodder. Ile has at his barn a dou- 
ble horse-power. When foddering time comes, 
he runs a band from this to one of Garland & 
Palmer’s straw cutters and runs the whole thro’ 
it. In addition, he gives turnips, carrots, or 
corn and cobs ground together. Ie has been at 





great expense in getting water into his barnyard, | 
so that his stock can have water at all times, 
and he thinks his stock 20 per cont. better for} 
it. Coarse fodder is of much value to the far-! 


mer, and if judiciously used would be of great} 
aid. He thinks the difference between oat gtraw 
and good hay is one-third. , 

Col. Butman, of Plymouth, said he had been 
engaged in keeping stock for many years. He 
cuts and mingles his coarse hay and straw to-) 
gether, and feeds out to the young stock during} 
winter. Has &ept young stock so well through | 
the winter, in this way, as to be able to sell| 
them for ceef, in the spring. 

One of the greatest secrets in keeping 
well in winter, is regularity of feeding. His 
boys feed his stock by the clock. He keeps wa-| 
ter constantly in the yard ; cattle accustomed to 
be fed at certain times, get uneasy if not fed, 
and should always be fed at such times. 

Ilis coarse feed consists of oat straw, barley 
straw and wheat straw, and corn fodder. Stock 
require more salt, when thus fed, and he there- 
fore often sprinkles the fodder with brine. Cannot 
tell the difference of value between cut and uncut 
straw, but thinks it is enough to pay for the 
labor of cutting. Waters twice per day, at 
stated times. Harvests his straw early. 

Mr. Haines, of Aroostook, has raised a good} 
deal of stock, and has fed a good deal of rough | 
fodder to his stock. He has so much of it that | 
he keeps it by them; nevers cut any; has a rack | 
under the barn, and allow them to lay all to-) 
gether, milch cows and all, but in the morning 
gives his cows a foddering of hay,—takes one 
year longer to bring young cattle up to the 
same size when fed this way as when fed on 
good hay; gives his young stock good hay dur- 
ing their first year, and after that lets them 
take the coarse fodder. Has fed cattle one 
winter on ruta baga and straw, gave the roots 
to them whole, and let them gnaw fo suit them- 
selves. When feeding roots he gives salt and 
finds no trouble of turnip taste in the milk or 
butter. When a cow breaks into a turnip field 
and eats to excess the milk will taste of the 
turnips. If fed with turnips after milking, no 
taste of them can be discovered in the butter 
or milk. 

Mr. Howes, of New Sharon, said he once car- 
ried some butter to market from cows that were 
fed with turnips, and it was, found to taste of 
the turnips. He feeds his own coarse fodder all 
at once, keeps his cattle tied up in the stall all 
winter except when turned out to water. 

Three or four years ago he paid $10 fora 
straw cutter but did not see any benefit in cut- 
ting with it, and therefore sold it again. 

Mr. Chace thought the tops of turnips would 
invariably make the milk of cows, @at eat, them 
have a disagreeable taste, but the turnip itself 
does not have that effect. 

Mr. Butman never uses his rough fodder ex- 
cept to young cattle, his cows and his oxen he 
keeps on good hay, while his cattle are in the 
pasture and can get a part of a living, he gives 
them good hay, but when snow comes com- 
mences with coarse fodder; agrees with Mr. 
Howes in keeping his cattle tied up, and warm; 
when feeding coarse fodder to them he allows 
them no hay. 

He finds stock raising profitable, has made 
money by it, has made money by farming, and 
wishes that young men would believe that agri- 
culture is a profitable business; has always had 
to hire his help. 

Mr. Scammon, of Saco, enquired how the 
corn fodder spoken of was cured? Are you in 
the habit of cutting the stalks, or do you cut at 
tle roots and shock ! 

Mr. Butman never topped his corn stalks, 
cuts it up at the roots when green, and shocks 
it up till dry. . 

Mr.-Crane follows the reverse course, tops his 
stalks, and the shucks or butts he packs away 
with straw, salts them at the time and thus 
feeds them out. 

Mr. Howes said it was the universal custom 
on Sandy River, to cut corn up at the roots and 
shock it up till dry. 

Mr. Gilman, of Brunswick, enquired if any 
had experience in what is called fodder corn, or 
corn sowed in drills, and what success they 
have had in curing it! 

Mr. Chamberlain, of Foxcroft, has hada 
little experience in this matter of corn fodder; 
has this winter 3 milch cows, he keeps them 
tied up all the time, he uses the hay cutter, 
throws his cut fodder into a hogshead tub and 
throws in a little hot water, usually cuts roots 
and mixes them with cut feed, sometimes, when 
he has leisure he steams his roots and feeds them 
out; he has raised fodder corn, of the southern 


stock 








8 feet, he cut it up let it wilt, bound it in small 
bundles and set it up, found it was moulding. 
He then made a rick of boards and stood the 
bundles around it and covered it with hay caps, 
but found it was damaged very much, thinks it 
cannot be dried without hanging up the bun- 
dies. Last year tried common corn, and it 
matured somewhat before cutting up, and dried 
well, would recommend the sweet corn for fod- 
der, thinks that southern corn shrinks from 
5 lbs when green to 1 lb when thoroughly dried. 
In one experiment found that 15 lbs green 
weighed 8 Ibs when dry, so that it make about 
half as much dry fodder as there is of green. 
Finds a gain in giving milch cows warm feed, 
and keeping them warm but in well ventilated 
stables. 

Mr. Forbes had been much interested in the 
remarks that had been made—had but little ex- 
perience in feeding stock. When the farm 
which he has now first came into his possession, 
he was away, but hired a person to take care of 
it. This man adopted the usual mode of feed- 
ing rough fodder first, but he found that his 
stock fell away on it. After he went upon the 
farm, he changed the mode of feeding. He 
found it unprofitable to let stock grow poor at 
the barn. The change he made was to give 
them a variety often. Two years ago, when 
thrashing, he run his straw out into the barn- 
yard. Ifis stock came from the_ pasture, full, 
und would go to the rye straw pile and eat it 
greedily. From this he inferred that animals 
demanded a variety of food. He then thought 
he would commence foddering with good Eng- 
lish hay, thus: good hay in the morning, swale 
hay next, after which corn fodder and etraw. 
Gives light fodderings at a time. He often cuts 
his fodder—never turns the cattle out unless his 
yard is warmer than the stable. Has water in 
the yard. Feeds carrots, and sometimes gives a 
pint of cob and corn meal. This meal is made 
of one bushel of corn and two bushels of cobs 
from which the corn has been shelled. He gives 
it to them warm by pouring on it warm water. 
Ilis cattle now look sleek, and so as to suit him, 
and they give indications of enjoyment. Ife 
ylants a piece of corn fudder in this way: Le 


| breaks up ground, puts on what manure he can 


get into drills, and sows three or four bushels 
to the acre—prefers sweet corn. Thinks there 
is but one way to cure Southern corn, and 
that is by straddling the bundles on poles, so 
that the air may draw through them. 

He pastures in an old pasture, and is compel- 
led to feed his green fodder early. Uses bed- 
ding for his stock such as muck, saw dust, is 
good where i be had. Muck when dried 
makes very good bedding. He keeps it ina 
shed near the stable, and he uses it every morn- 
ing after cleaning out the stable. 

Ile finds corn fodder is eaten more readily 
when moulded or fermented. 

Mr. McKenny was called upon by Mr. Crane 
to state his mode of curing fodder. He had 
raised corn fodder,—last year sowed a bushel 
and a half of southern corn, sowed it in drills 
well manured and sowed thick. The manure 
was green and he covered it over with his hoe 


| before planting the seed. It grew tall and was 


blown over, cut it up and hauled it in when but 
little wilted and packed it away with a thick 
layer of straw and then a layer of stalks, and 
then strewed on salt. His cattle eat it very 
greedily, it moulds. though but a very little, 
where the large stalks are; some of the leaves 
look bright except where they touched salt or 
the big stalks. 

In regard to turnips, two years ago hauled in 
ruta baga and carrot tops into his barn. Not 
feeding them out, he packed them away in the 
above way with oat straw and salt. In the win- 
ter he found that the cattle eat the whole greed- 
ily. 

He bought a poor lean cow, for $1l—gave 
her 4 qts. of scalded meal in the morning, with 
the tops and straw as above, per day, until mid 
winter. He then gave her a peck a day of 
scalded meal. The cow paid him, reckoning 
milk at six cents per quart, ten cents per day 
over and above the expense of feed. He killed 
her when she gave six quarts in the morning, 
and sold her for $35. Thinks he made a good 
operation. Has occasionally used a straw-cut- 
ter, but not generally. Never likes to havea 
single drop of any kind of wet on his hay, 
either dew or rain. 

Wintered six cows last year, some young 
stock and six oxen. Throws his manure under 
cover—put in seven hogs—kept his cows on the 
fodder of straw and corn-fodder—gave each 
cow five ears of corn per day—his hogs had a 
quart of corn to the seven, night and morning. 
His oxen hada peck of meal each, and their 
manure was also thrown 1m to the same hog- 
pen. The hogs throve well, and by stirring the 
manure mixed it well, and improved it very 
much. 

Mr. Gilman wished to hear in regard to saw- 
dust for bedding. He had once made arrange- 
ments to haul saw-dust to his stable, but avas 
advised by a neighbor not to do it, as he had 
tried it and found that his corn manured with 
a mixture of saw-dust and horse manure was de- 
stroyed by worms. He wished to know what 
had been the experience of others in this respect. 

Mr. Crane had used manure mixed with saw- 
dust, and found it benefitted his soil for three 
successive years. Used during this last year in 
his stables 1000 bushels, and shall continue to 
use it for this purpose and the manure for his 
corn crops with confidence in its valuable prop- 
erties. Has never used saw-dust for mulching 
trees. 

Mr. Gilman wished to inquire of farmers the 
best mode of making hay. Had formerly worked 
on a farm with his father in New Hampshire, 
where he was in the habit of not spreading his 
hay much jn order to prevent too rapid evapo- 
ration of its moisture. Believes that stock 
thrives better on such hay than on that which 
has been very much dried, and that rapidly. 

Mr. Simmons of Waldoboro’, said that one 
of his neighbors, who recently moved into his 
neighborhood, adopted the methgd of cutting 
his hay in the morning, putting it up before 
noon in bunc half a hundred, and kept it 
thus six e got it in without opening, 


| with chaffed hay or straw mixed with meal, (says 





hay was excellent. It came out bright, sweet 
and fragrant. * 

Mr. Crane cuts his grass in the morning, 
cocks it up before the dew fulls—opens it next 
morning, and gets it in before night. 

Mr. Simmons follows the same mode in curing 
hay. 

Mr. Chamberlain cats his grass in the morn- 
ing, cocks itup before night, and does not 
spread it thin enough next day to require the 
rake—keeps it under the fork. 

Mr. Walker of Fryeburg, wished to hear re- 
marks on the keeping of sheep. 

Mr. Britton of Winslow, has had some ex- 
perience in this business. Keeps about 100. 
After snow comes gives them hay in morning 
made of blue joint and fowl-meadow grass, 
and about noon, straw. Feeds them, when the! 
weather is dry, on the snow ; when stormy feeds | 
in racks. He also gives two bushels of flat tur-| 
nips per day to 100 sheep. During the latter | 
part of winter, when sheep are lambing, he! 
gives the best of hay and corn. His lambs drop| 
about the 10th of April. Has warm sheds for! 
them. Shifts his sheep once a day from their} 
yard to the cattle yard, towards night, to let 
them pick up the leavings of the cattle. He) 


keeps water by them. His breed of sheep are| 
three-fourths merino. 


He feeds his cattle mostly in harn—gives them 
a foddering of straw and meadow hay (fowl-| 
meadow) at night, and in the morning corn| 
fodder and good hay. Considers clover hay| 
very good for sheep. 

Mr. Walker has kept sheep. Gives them 
corn fodder once per day, then gives them) 
meadow hay. By meadow hay he means what} 
is called, in his section, buckhorn hay. He 
finds corn fodder profitable fodder for sheep. | 
Has kept the Saxon breed, but is now crossing 
them with Leicesters. He finds sheep as profit-' 
able as any stoek that he can keep. | 

The meeting then adjourned to Friday even- 
ing, when the subject of discussion would be, 
‘Is farming a profitable business ?"’ | 


HOW TO BUILD AN ICé HOUSE. 
A correspondent of the Ohio Farmer gives the! 
following directions fos building an ice house at| 
a small expense :— 
‘‘Ilaving a barn unoccupied, 1 measured off! 
a room 12 feet square, in the North West cor-' 
ner. My friend informed me that the bottom | 
should be fixed to let the .water drain immedi-| 
ately off, that comes from the ice, hence I put! 
rails down on the ground, there being no floor, | 
and covered them two feet with sawdust, which 
filled upto the top of the sills; then 1 put 
boards on and covered them six inches with! 
sawdust, so that the ice should settle alike, and | 
not make vacuums in my pile. Again, air| 
must not be admitted at the bottom; if it is, 
nothing can keep the ice from melting ; so I put| 
the scantling forming my inside walls, on which | 
were nailed inch boards, 12 inches from the in- 
side of the barn boards, filling the space with 
sawdust. Height of wall six feet. The roof of| 
the ice house should not be very near the ice,| 
hence I left all open up to the roof of the barn, | 
and took the ice outat the top. Having ag 
ice house completed, which two men will make 
in two days, with team, if sawdust or spent tan 
bark is near, I proceeded to procure my ice.— 
Myself and a man cut the ice in one day, and 
slid it on shore, where we let it remain till the 
water was all frozen that was dripping from it. 
I drew it to my barn and piled it upon the floor 
It being cold weather, I did not pack it away 
into the ice house till a fortnight had passed, 
during which time it became very transparent. 
I put a course over the bottom, and filled the 
cracks with ice, and then laid another 
course, and so on, till my room was filled. 
When filled, I covered the top course one! 
foot deep with sawdust, stamped it down, | 
and when the ice was wanted, removed just 
enough saw dust to take out as much ice as 
needed. During summer, when the ice melted 
on the sides, I filled up with sawdust and 
stamped it down closely. We took ice out 
every day and sometimes four or five times in a 
day, and have quite a quantity on hand now. 
A correspondent of yours says, no one should | 
expect to keep ice unless he puts up a cubic of 
12 feet, 1728 solid feet. My pile was 610 solid 
feet.” 
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Frepinc or Carrie. The feeding of roots to 
cattle, if done properly, is of great advantage. 
But if the farmer makes it a point to pitch out 
iuto the lane or yard, turnips, &c., without 
cutting, and unmixed with some kind of meal, 
precious little good is accomplished. There is 
a way of doing just right in everything ; and in 
feeding stock, the right way is the most profi- 
table. Farmers should give their cattle more 
attention; and we are determined those who 
read our paper shall not lack in instruction as 
to how they.should keep their stock. In feed- 
ing roots, they should be cut very fine and mixed 


acontemporary,) so that the dry food will be 
moistened by the juice of the roots. About a 
bushel or a bushel and a half to a large fatten- 
ing bullock, three times a day, is about the 
quantity to be fed; to smaller cattle in pro- 
portion. Roots should be fed to all cattle in 
winter quarters on dry food. [West. Ag. 


Roots in Winter. The Massachusetts Plow- 
man recommends to those who are rearing 
young animals to feed out roots. They favor 
the growth rather than the fattening of animals, 
and are therefore more suitable for the young 
than any kind of grain would be. For this 
purpose the flat turnip answers well, and as it 
is often grown- with but little trouble, it is 
worth laying up for young stock. Turnips 
may be buried under a pile of hay in the barn 
—or in the barn cellar, without a covering.

Pepvine Pasvz. Ist class paste. Put ona 
lsiab, table, board, or basin, one pound of flour, 
‘half a pound of beef or mutton suet, chopped 
‘rather fine—the fir t is preferable—form a well 
with your hand in the centre of the flour ; add 
| the suet, a teaspoonful of salt, half of pepper ; 
moisten all with water, working the flour in by 
degrees, @ill it forms a stiff paste; work it well 
for two minutes ; throw a little flour on the slab, 
with the paste on it; let it remain five minutes, 
then roll it out to any thickness you like. 
This will be referred to very often, therefore pay 
particular attention to it, and give it an impor- 
tant place in the book. For savory pudding, I 
sometimes vary the flavor, by adding a little 
chopped parsley, or a little onion, or thyme, or 
| mushrooms in it.

New Meruop or Maxinc Breap. (From an 
experiment tried at the London Polytechic In- 
stitution.)

|most vigorously kneaded.’’ This quantity of 
flour and rice (154 pounds) has produced 26 
| pounds 13 ounces of excellent bread, which kept 
| moist and sweet longer than that made by the 
‘ordinary process. This flour might be economi- 
| cally used in large families. This is the new 
| French method. 








To Maxe Correz. The proper way to make 
good coffee is to roast it carefully, in a cylinder 
over a charcoal fire, until it is of a light brown 
color ; then the cylinder should be taken off the 
fire and turned gently until the berries are thor- 
oughly cooled. The best part of the aroma is 
dissipated by the abominable practice of turning 
out the coffee in an open dish so soon as it is 
roasted. Anybody can see that the finest part 
of it escapes; you can smell it in every crack 
and corner of the house. When cooled, it should 
be put in a mortar and beat to powder. A cof- 
fee-mill only cracks the grains, but a mortar 
pounds out the essential oil. Then put it in an 
old-fashioned tin coffee-pot, pour on the hot 
water, stand it over a fire, not too hot; let it 
simmer gently. If your fire is too hot, it will 
burn the coffee and spoil it. Then, take the tin 
coffee-pot fresh from the fire, stand it on the 
table, and if you want an appreciative friend, 
send for me. [Wine Press. 


A Nice Disn ror Bagaxrast. Take one egg 
and beat it up, add a Phspoonful of salt, pour 
into about two-thirds of a pint of water, then 
slice some bread, dipit in, and fry in a little 
butter. Serve warm, and you will find it an 
excellent dish. [Michigan Farmer. 


To Cure Frerons. Within the past year we 
have known the spinal marrow of an ox or a cow 
applied by three different persons, with the most 
satisfactory results, in relieving the pain and se- 
curing speedy cures of their felons. This, we 
are confident will be useful information to many. 
The spinal marrow should be applied fresh every 
four hours for two days. [Scientific American. 

Russer Snozs. It is important to know, 
that by heating iron filings, rough emery pow- 
der, &c., ona shovel over the fire, and then 
gently standidg upon the apme, so as to imbed 
the grains into gutta pereha soles a roughness of 
surface will be produced which will afford the 


utmost protection even on the most slippomg, 
roads. 





I send you 
tthe two following recipes for the cure of two of 
the most common diseases among children, viz : 
Whooping Cough and Croup. The remedies cost 
nothing, can be administered by anybody, and 
are always at hand. The croup remedy will 
eure. the patient in two hours. I ask the cred- 
aioli and incredulous to give them a trial. 

Wnuoortne Coven. The best kind of coffee 
prepared as for the table, and given as a com- 
mon drink to the child as warm as it can be 
drunk ; and a piece of alum for the patient to 
lick as often as it may wish. Most children are 
fond of alum. and will get all they need with- 
out being urged, but if they dislike it, they 
must be made to taste of it eight or ten times 
in the course of the day. It will effectually 
break up the worst case of whooping cough in 
a very short time. To adults or children in the 
habit of taking coffee, the remedy is good for 
nothing. 

Crovr. A piece of fresh lard, as large as a 
butterrut, rubbed up with sugar, in the same 
way that butter and sugar are prepared for the 
dressing of puddings, divided in three parts, 
and given at intervals of twenty minutes, will 
relieve any case of croup not already allowed to 
progress to the fatal point. [N. Y. Eve. Post. 





Morus tx Bee-Hives. Mr. Joseph Stowell 
says, in the Michigan Farmer, that to prevent 
moths from entering bee-hives, made in the oom- 
mon way—plain box hives—chamfer off the 
outside corner of the bottom of the hive, all 
round, so that it stands upon the inner edge. 
These hives, he says, bave escaped the moths, 
while others sawed off square at the bottom, 
and standing close by, have uniformly been rav- 
aged, more or less, by the miller. 
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.£00D SEED WHEAT. 

From the experience of the two past seasons, 
on wheat raising, it seems that the ravages of 
the weevil have very much diminished, and our 
farmers are beginning to have crops of wheat 
somewhat like those of former times. On the 
supposition that the weevil has had its day 
among us, and is about leaving our fields, we 
hope, forever, it is well to go into wheat culture 
somewhat extensively the coming season, and 
now is the time to make sure off good seed to 
BOW. 

Among the new varieties which are now com- 
ing into use are the Java, so called which isa 
spring variety, and the Scotch Fyfe, also a 
spring grain. Our friend Moses Taber, of Vas- 
salboro’ raises the Java. Odr friend J. W. 
Patterson, of this city raises the Scotch Fyfe. 

We are happy also to refer our readers who 
are in pursuit of goood seed wheat to the ad- 
vertisement of Mr. Coombs, in our advertising 
columns. 

‘Having had calls for seed wheat, Mr. C. took 
a trip into Canada to obtain the best variety in 
that section, and has just returned with four 
hundred bushels of beautiful Fyfe wheat. Two 
hundred of this he has deposited with D. Wood- 
ward, in this city, and two hundred he takes to 
his place of business, Branch Mills, in China. 
He has left a specimen of it at our office which 
is very good indeed. We have Mr. C.’s per- 
mission to publish the following certificate and 
letter from Mr. Drummond, an extensive far- 
mer near Montreal who raised the wheat and of 
whom Mr. C. purchased. The prices of the 
varieties which we have mentioned is $4,00 per 
bushel. 

‘I, a farmer as above, certify that I'sold to 
Mr. Wm.

This wheat 
ripens in about three months and fifteen days, 
and,js the only wheat in this vicinity free from 
rust.

STATE REFORM SCHOOL. 

The second annual report of the Trustees of 
this institution is published, but as we have 
not yet received a copy of it, or, indeed, of any 
of the annual reports, except the School Com- 
missioners which we shall notice in our next, 
we are obliged to depend on our cotemporaries 
for a knowledge of its contents. We make the 
following abstract from the Bangor Whig :— 

The report states that the school is now near- 
ly as full as its accommodations will admit of. 
The effects of the discipline and instruction are 
beneficial in a marked degree, but the Trustees 
recommend that 16 years, instead of 18, be 
adopted as the maximum age of boys sent there, 
as those of the latter age are not so susceptible 
of improvement, and many of them are apt to 
exercise a deleterious inflnence upon the younger 
boys. It is also found that a larger proportion 
of them become permanent inmates, to the ex- 
clusion, in the present full state of the School, 
of younger and more promising cases. 

On the lst of December, 1855, the number of 
inmates was 234, of whom 148 were admitted 
during theyear. There were discharged during 
the same time, 27. Since the opening of the 
school there have been admitted 265, as follows : 
By order of the Supreme Court, 23 ; by Courts 
in Portland, 61; Bangor, 45; Gardiner, 16; 
Bath, 15; Augusta, 10; Hallowell, 6; Rock- 
land, 7 ; Biddeford, 9; Calais, 2; Belfast, 1; 
by orders from Justices of the peace in other 
towns, 65. 

The different counties have contributed their 
quota as follows: Androscoggin, 5 ; Cumber- 
land, 83; Franklin, 7; Hancock, 1; Kennebec, 
42; Lincoln, 11; Oxfoglf, 3; Penobscot, 65; 
Piscataquis, 1 ; Somerset, 11; Sagadahoc, 16 ; 
Waldo, 6 ; Washington, 12; York, 30. 

The terms of commitment were as follows :— 
During minority, 93; one year, 25; two years, 
35; three years, 30; four years 33 ; five years, 
27 ; six years, 7; seven years, 7; eight years, 
4; and 1 each for nine, ten, and twelve years. 

The offences for which they were committed, 
were—for larceny, 146 ; vagrancy, 33 ; ‘‘com- 
mon runaways,’’ 46; truancy, 9; and” the 
balance for various offences. 

The nativity of these boys is as follows: Born 
in Maine, 192; in other States, 35; in foreign 
countries, 34. Of those born in this country, 
38 are of foreign parentage. 

Sixty-one of the boys are under 12 years of 
age, and two of theni are only 7. 

It is stated, also, that 120 have either an in- 
temperate father or mother, or both ; 84 have 
Ven in the habit of drinking, themselves; and 
113 have never attended Sabbath School. 

With respect to the expenses of the School, 


the Trustees say that an additional sum of|* 


$7000 will be necessary to defray expenses up 
to April, 1, 1856; and that for the year ending 
April 1, 1857, an appropriation of 24,351 is 
needed, after allowing $2,500 for the labor 
done by the boys. * 

One fact, which speaks well for the labor and 
discipline of the school, and its healthful situa- 

tion, is that since its opening there has been but 
one death among its members, and no other 
serious case of illness. 

The improvement made in education, has been 
rapid and marked. Asa general thing, the boys 
prefer farm work to any other, and its tendency 
is to make them contented and happy. Four- 
teen thousand days’ work has been performed 
by the boys.

THE RECENT STORMS.~-THE WEATHER. 
We had not space last week to give many de- 
tails of the disasters caused by the recent storms 
of the 5th and 12th insts. The list of marine 
disasters, particularly, is greatly swelled. We 
find the following accounts of losses of, or inju- 
ries to, Maine vessels :— 

Ship Buena Vista, of Richmond, Me., from 
Trapani for Savannah, which went ashore at 
the entrance of St. Catharine’s Sound, became 
a total loss with her cargo. A steamer which 
had been sent to assist her, had returned to Sa- 
vannah with this report. It is probable that 
she went to pieces in the gale of 5th and 6th 
inst. She was a good ship of 668 tons, about 
seven years old, and yalued at $30,000. She 
was not fully insured. There is $15,000 insur- 
ed upon her in Boston, and about $4000 in 
Bath. The wreck was sold by auction, on the 
9th inst., for $50. 

Schr. Granadilla, of Harpswell, Merriman, 
from Philadelphia for Boston, left Holmes's 
Hole 8th inst., but the rigging became much 
iced up, the sch. was rendered unman ble, 
and drifted eastward until she made Seguin, and 
the crew being all more or less frost bitten, the 
vessel was boarded by a party from the shore, 
who assisted her into Townsend harbor on the 
llth. The crew were obliged to cut away the 
halyards to take in sail. The cook of the G. 
had died of fever since leaving Holmes’s Hole. 

Brig Alfaratta, of Harpgwell, Bibber, from 
Portland for Havana, with a cargo of lumber, 
oe into Newport, R. I. 12th inst. in distress. 

n the gale of the 6th inst. was thrown on her 
beam ends, and carried away foremast, with 
everything attached, main topmast, with sails, 
rigging, &c.; lost part of deck load, stern boat, 
and three water casks off decks. She leaks 
some, and has been taken to the wharf in the 
inner harbor, for repairs. 

Sch. Mary Nile, of York, Me., Low, from 
Norfolk for New York, went ashore in the 
gale of the 13th inst., on Long Beach, N. J. 
After the vessel struck, the crew sought refuge 
in the rigging. Here, for four hours, they en- 
dured all the privations and agonizing suspense 
that could fall to the lot of men. The night 
was a bitter cold one, and it was with the great- 
est difficulty that the sufferers could hold on to 
the rigging until the proper moment arrived for 
their release. At 4 o’clock the attempt to land 
was successfully made, and the crew found shel- 
ter in a dwelling house. The vessel lies broad- 
side on the beach, bilged and full of water. She 
is deeply embedded in the sand, and in a few 
weeks will, unless got off, be entirely covered 
from sight. The cargo was valued at $3000. 
The vessel is about 100 tons burthen, and was 
valued by her owners at $5000. No insutance. 
Capt. Low still remains on the beach, there to 
await orders from the owners. It is thought 
the vessel cannot be got off. 

Barque D. 8S. Goodell, Harriman, from Rio 
Janeiro for New York, is ashore on the South 
side of Wreck Pond, Long Branch. Crew saved. 
The vessel was in ballast. The D.S. G. was 
an A2 vessel of 232 tons, built at Searsport in 
1848, and was valued at about $8000. She is 
owned in Searsport, and is probably insured. 
Several disasters to Maine vessels, of less ac- 
count, such as loss of sails and rigging, spring- 
ing of leaks, &c., are reported, but we are un- 
able to spare room for particulars. 

With regard to the storm of the 12th inst., 
the Traveller of the 15th says :— 

“The gale of Saturday night along the east- 
ern coast of New Jersey, was one of the heavi- 
est known for several years. Great damage 
was done to the Long Branch boarding houses, 
piazzas, roofs, &c., being blown off. The banks 
caved in, and demolished bathing houses present- 
ed a picture of perfect ruin ; but the worst fea- 
ture was presented from the sea. ‘At every 
moment some vessel heaves in sight, in various 
stages of disurrangement and dismemberment— 
with suils gone, rigging hanging loose, bulwarks 
stove, masts gone, &e.’ 

It is feared that there must have been a great 
loss of life, as the offing during the whole of 
Saturday was lined with vessels inward bonnd,”’ 
The weather about, here has not been particu- 
larly cold, for the past week, although we see 
it has been unusually severe in Massachusetts, 
and gt the South, Virginia, Texas, South Caro- 
lina, Maryland, &e. Speaking of the weather 
in Barnstable County, the Boston Journal says : 
‘*We learn from the Yarmouth Register that 
hardly any services had been held in the various 
churches of the county for the last two weeks, 
owing to the inclemency of the weather, and 
the clergy have consequently had an easy time 
of it. The excessive cold weather, too, has 
been particularly severe upon the eels on the 
coast, who had not sufficient warning to get} 
into their winter quarters of mud, and conse- 
quently were overtaken by the frost and frozen 
stiff as pokers. Ifundreds of bushels of them 
were driven ashore, and raked up on the beach, 
and after being packed in barrels, shipped for 
the city markets. They sell readily in New

LOSS OF THE SHIP ST. DENIS. 
The particulars of the loss of this vessel will 


be found in another column, We learn that 
Capt. Follansbee belonged in Pittston, where he 
has left a wife and family. He was estecmed 
one of the most able shipmasters that ever sailed 
from the United States. 

The New York Commercial states that one of 
the oldest shipmasters in New York, and who 
had formerly sailed in the St. Denis, gives it as 
his firm opinion that the vessel did not founder. 
His opinion is, says the Commercial, *‘that -the 
vessel between decks was completely filled with 
barrels of flour, (near 4000,) and the greater 
portion of the cargo was of a light nature, the 
ship was strong and staunch, and would float 
on the surface of the water for some time. We 
sincerely hope his opinion may prove true, and 
that the unfortunate people may still be rescued 
and restored to their friends. 

He also says that the ship was not overloaded, 
drawing nineteen feet of water when she sailed, 
and was in as good condit’on as any vessel that 
ever left the port.”’ 





BROKE JAIL.

Tus Newty Apporntep Surrirrs, &c. We 
presume our readers are aware that there is a 
difference of opinion as to whether the recent 
appointments of Gov. Wells are legal. It is 
claimed that the amendments to the Constitu- 
tion adopted by the people, last fall, take away 
his power of appointing Registers, Sheriffs, &c., 
from the time the vote was declared by the late 
Governor and Gouncil.

Fatal Accident. We learn, says the Bangor 
Journal, that a son of Mr. Joseph Knight, of 
Troy, was killed on the 11th inst., By a log of 
wood falling upon him. He lived about two 
hours after the accident. 

Pure and Impure Gas. A singular fact has 
just been brought to light in London, in regard 
to gas meters. A carful examination of the gas 
works in London has established the fact, that 
«the lower the quality of gas, the greater the 
velocity with which it flows thréugh the meter; 
that is, the quantity registered is increased in 
proportion as the quality is deteriorated.’ 

Quick Work. The Traveller states that 
Messrs. Phillips, Sampson & Co. received the 
copy of the two new volumes of Maculay’s 
History of England only on the fourth of the 
present month, yet in seven days the whole of 
the two volumes were composed, stereotyped, 
printed off, bound and published!

Redemption of the Public Debt. By a report 
from the Treasury Department, it appears that 
the amount of the United States debt which has 
been redeemed before fulling due since the 2d of 
March, 1853, to January 1, 1856, is $29,933,- 
806,22, on which a premium of $4,173,485,16 
was paid. The interest thereon was $885,182,- 
38, and the amount of interest saved by pre- 
payment was $13,097,641,61. What other 
nation in the world redeems its debt in this way ! 


Steamship Statistics. The Postmaster Gen- 
eral reports that the revenue tu the treasury 
from the Collins line of steamers for three years 
has been $545,664 73; the compensation paid 
to them in the same time, $2,428,571 57; cost 
to the treasury $1,882,906 84. In these three 
years the Collins line made 155 trips across the 
Atlantic. During the same period of three years, 
the British government paid to the Cunard line 
for 263 trips, $2,350,200; the revenue to the 
British treasury was $1,178,988 ; cost to British 
government $1,231,212. The expenseswf the 
Collins line for the past year are said to have been 
$1,448,605, and the receipts $2,360,560 ; sur- 
plus, $911,954. 

Wrecks at Key West in 1855. We have re- 
ceived from our correspondent a list of eighty 
vessels wrecked on the Florida reefs, during the 
last year, or which arrived in distress, at Key 
West, but too late for publication this morning. 
It embraces 26,767 tons, valued at $1,123,500, 
and cargo to the value of $1,720,577. The total 
expenses are small, owing to the well directed 
exertions of the wreckers, and amount to $89,- 
415; sales $46,495; salvage, $100,495; loss, 
$417,300. The tote] number of disasters are 
one hundred. 

The Russian Army. An almanac recently 
published at St. Petersburg, states that the Rus- 
sian army at present consists of 639 battalions, 
192 depot-battalions, 552 squadrons, and 1816 
guns, besides the Cossack army, thus making a 
total of 800,000 men. The same authority in- 
forms us that, since the commencement of the 
present war, 200,000 men have been recalled 
from furlough, beside the imperial militia has 
been called in; and, finally, that six recruitinents 
have taken place. 

Return of Immigrants. The New York Courier 
says, that contrary to the expectations which 
had been formed in view of the latge decrease of 
foreigners secking our shores, the number who 
have returned to their native countries, during 
the past year, is not large in proportion to the 
number who returned the year previous, taking 
into consideration the immigration of the two 
years. The largest falling off of immigration is 
of Germans, and fewer of that nationality are 
returning than of other great countries. 

Death of Last of Washington's Life Guard. 
We had always supposed that Death never 
slumbers nor sleeps; but we find a veracious 
exchange recording the fact that Death has taken 
his ‘usual nap.”’ ‘Usual Knapp, the last of 
Washington’s Life Guard, died at Newburg, N. 
Y., on Thursday night, aged ninety-nine years. 
He was buried with military honors.’’ 

Remarkable Passage. The new fore and aft 
schooner Georgiana, built by Elisha Brown, at 
Owl's Head, Me., sailed from Boston bound to 
Smyrna on the afternoon of Saturday, Novem- 
ber 3, and anchored that night in Nantasket 
roads, and sailed the next morning. She arrived 
at Smyrna on the 9th of December, making the 
passage in the short time of thirty-four days. 

Drop Letters. By the law which provides for 
the prepayment of letters which go by mail, it 
is also provided that drop letters, or those which 
are distributed at the office where they are en- 
tered, may be paid or not, at the option of the 
writer. We muvuke this statement because many 
have supposed that the requisition fur the placing 
of stamps upon letters, applied as well to drop 
letters as others. But it is not so. 


Pennsylvania Public Works. From the annual 
report of the Canal Commissioners of Pennsyl- 
vania, it appears that the total expenditures in 
all the public works (canals and railroads) for 
1855 were $1,090,427, and the total receipts 
were $1,913,121 ; leaving as net income $822,- 
695, and if the tunnage tax be added, $1,019,- 
624. Increase over 1854, $103,186. 

Anthracite Coal Trade of the United States. 
From the Pottsville (Pa.) Miners’ Jourcal, we 
learn that in 1855 6,517,669, tons authracite 
coal were sent to market from the Pennsylvania 
mines, which was an increase of 686,735 tons 
over last yea, and of semi-anthracite, 117,721 
tons. From the Cumberland (Md.) mines 664,- 
304 tons of bituminous coal were taken ; and 
from foreign ports 287,408 tons of coal were 
received. 

The Fillibusters. The propeller Arctic is con- 
stantly in readiness at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, 
to start in pursuit of fillibusters, a large number 
of whom are expected to take passage by the 
steamship Northern Light, which starts this 
week. The emigrants are said to be young men 
in delicate health, and, fortified by physicians’ 
certificates, hope to escape the lynx-eyed Dis- 
trict Attorney of New York. 

A Profitless Venture. A Boston ship, laden 
with ice, is frozen fast near Richmond, Va., 
with ice two feet thick in the river and ponds 
adjacent.

The telegraph has given the prin- 
cipal facts in regard to the above accident. The 
small loss of life by which it was accompanied, 
is truly remarkable. One account says : 

“The —— some seventy in number, 
were not seriously injured, though their escape 
is regarded as little less than miraculous. The 
foremost car was turned partially over, resting 
at an angle of 45° from the track—the lower 
end beneath the water. No gers were 
thrown out, though two jumped through the 
windows into the ice, and the seats in all the 
cars were more or less broken. 

A number of the passengers, most of whom 
were assisted, clambered upward among the 
seats; others got outside, and using the win- 
dows as a sort of ladder, reached the top of the 
embankment in this manner, wet» bruised, chill- 
ed and frightened, but very remarkably with no 
more serious results.’’ 





Russtan Pians ror tHe Next Campaicn, A 
letter from Moscow, dated Dec. 20th says, that 
at the grand council lately held at St. Peters- 
burg, it was decided to fortify St. Petersburg 
and Moscow, and with Warsaw, make these 
places three first-class fortresses. The writer 
adds: ‘General Todtleben has arrived here, 
notwithstanding the extreme rigor of the weather 
—the frost having set in here with all the pro- 
verbial violence of a Russian winter—may be 
seen every day, accompanied by his staff of en- 
gineers, all wrapped up in bears’ skins, sur- 
veying the ground and fixing the poles to desig- 
nate the line of circumvallation, which will be 
commenced on the breaking up of the frost.’’ 

The cold was so severe at Warsaw, that several 
sentinels had been found frozen to death in their 
sentry boxes, although they are relieved every 
half hour. No fears for Cronstadt or Helsing- 
fors are entertained, the allies had demonstrated 
their incapacity to harm these strongholds. Sey- 
eral minor garrisons are to be drawn in and the 
troops concentrated in a few large armies. 





From Wasutncton.—Rvcwors Conrrapicrep. 
Te special Washington correspondent of the 
Daily Advertiser says, under date of the 15th: 

“It isnot true that the President has pre- 
pared a special message relative to the illicit re- 
cruiting. 

The call for a preliminary republican conven- 
tion, to be held at Pittsburg on the 22d Feb- 
ruary, was issued to-day.

An Ice Batnce at Niacara Faris. The ice 
has been coming down the river in vast quanti- 
ties for some days, and since yesterday it has 
been accumulating in one immoveable mass 
below the Falls. The field extends entirely 
across the ferry, some distance below, and ap- 
proaches a short distance of the Canada Falls. 

At this writing (Wednesday noon) the wind 
is blowing a strong gale from the south west, 
and the air is so full of spray that it is impossi- 
ble to get a glimpse of the river from the bank 
above the ferry. Asa matter of course every- 
thing in the vicinity of the Cataract is fast load- 
ing down with frozen spray. The scene is full 
of grandeur and sublimity, and should the 
weather continue colda few days, will equal 
that presented last winter. The ice across the 
ferry must be strong enough to bear crossing, 
but we have not heard of the attempt being 
made yet.

DREADFUL SHIPWRECK. 

The packet ship St. Denis, Capt. Alon 
Follanshee, of Boyd & Hinckens’ New York ond 
Havre line, foundered at sea on the 16th inst. 
She sailed from New York on the Ist. Captain 
Follansbee, F. Smith, carpenter, F. Davies 
steward, C. 8. Potter, let cook, Richard Havy, 
= cook, * a — — went down in the 

ip, er with the following passengers:— 
Frederick P. Weiss and wife, Gn. Setemale, in 
the cabin ; George Baker Fisl, Jake Heinholdt, 
Paul Luding, wife, mother and child, John 
Gray, Gustave Schelenbaker, Philip Luding, 
in the steerage. The first mate, Mr. Tufts, 
third mate, Mr. Gardiner, and nine seamen took 
to the long boat, were picked up after being 2) 
hours in it, and brought to New York by the 
ship Naples, from Leghorn. The last that was 
seen of the captain, who refused to leave the 
ship, though begged so to do by all, he was 
standing on deck winding up his watch, when 
4 went down about ten minutes after the boat 
eft. 

Capt. Follansbee had commanded the St. 
Denis for nearly twelve years. 

The rescued seamen were in the boat twenty- 
nine hours, with but one barrel of sea biscuit 
soaked with sult water. They had not one drop 
of fresh water. 

The N. Y. Express says : 

‘*Great exertions were made by the Captain to 
save his ship and passengers, bat, alas! he with 
most of the crew, found a watery grave. The 
mate states that the sufferings of all were intense. 
A bitter cold wind, with an entire deprivation 
of all comforts, made the situation of all on 
board most lamentable. 

Among the passengers were a young couple, 
who were married only two rt befure The 
packet left this port, both of whom locked in 
each other’s arms went down into the. great 
depths of the sea together. 

The Captain, who is reported to have used 
every available means in the accomplishment of 
his duty, leaves a large family to mourn his loss.”’ 

The St. Denis was a strongly built vessel. 
Her cargo is partly insured. it consisted of 
12,000 bushels of grain, 47,000 barrels of flour, 
61,000 lbs. of copper, 137 tierces of rice, with 
maple wood, tobacco, potash, barley, &., in 
smaller quantities. 


REPORTS OF DEPARTMENTS. 

Ansrract or Anxvat Reports. Treasury 
Derartusnt. The tables on foreign trade show 
that the increase of dutiable goods imported 
during the year ending June 30, 1845, is $126,- 
185,900 ; do, of free » $18,352,296; de- 
crease of specie and bullion, $411,430 ; show- 
ing a total increase of 144,028,396 in favor of 
1855. The increase last year over 1850 is given 
thus,—Dutiable goods, $65,746,688 ; of free 
goods, $18,348,934; decrease of specie and 
bullion, 968,980 ; total increase, $83,144,642. 

The foreign imports at all the ports of the 
United States (including, of course California 
and Oregon) for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1855, were $251,382,900, against $305,- 
780,263 for the preceding year, showing a de- 
cline of $44,397,293. The total exports from 
the United States to foreign ports for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1855, were $275,156,846, 
against $278,241,064 for the preceeding year, 
showing a decline of only $3,084,218. It will 
be seen from this that, while for the year 1854 
the imports exceeded the exports $27,539,189, 
for the last year the exports exceeded the imports 
$13,773,806. 

The tables further show an increase durin 
the last year of $10,102,864 in the imports o 
free goods, but a falling off of $51,253,807 in 
dutiable merchandise, and $3,246,550 in specie. 

Of the total exports of specie for the last 
year, $53,957, 418 were of domestic production, 
and 2,289,925 of foreign. The shipments of 
domestic produce, exclusive of specic, were 
$22,406,396 less than for the preceeding year, 
while there isan increase of 1,497,231 in the 
exports of foreign produce, and $12,565,510 in 
the exports of specie. 

The Secretary favors the admission, duty free, 
of wool as a raw material together with chemi- 
cals and dye stuffs, but no interference with the 
article of iron. The Eastern manufacturers, it 
is said, would be satisfied with this. 

Departuent or THE INtERI0n. Mr. McClel- 
land devotes a large space of his report toa 
consideration of the Indian question. After 
reviewing the present condition of the Indians 
he concludes that there is a necessity for kind- 
ness and forbearance on our part, and that 
there is an evident propriety in the attempt to 
civilile and christianize the red men. LHe al- 
ludes to the good accomplished by the mission- 
aries, and declares it to be a duty to persevere 
in all humane attempts to preserve the race from 
extinction.

The 
Union further says: ‘‘We cannot deny that there 
are serious questions and difficulties between 
the two Governments.”’

Tue U. S. Sreamsuip San Jacinto. This fine 
vernment steamship arrived at Funchal, Ma- 
eria, in less than seventeen days from New 
York a portion of the distance being accom- 
lished under canvas.

European Times is filled with annual trade and 
commercial reports—wool, cotton, timber, hides, 
tobacco, &e. As a general thing these reports 
are more favorable than might have been ex- 

ted in a state of war—and such an engross- 
ing and costly war as that in which England is 
now engaged. Commerce has been a sufferer 
in the deadly struggle, and both domestic and 
foreign trade have experienced acutely the nat- 
ural effects of a transition from a state of peace 
to that of destructive hostilities ; but it would 
appear that mercantile interests have suffered 
less than was anticipated. The London Times 
contains a long article on the t, present and 
future of the financial affairs of the country, in 
which an attempt is made to show that, not- 
withstanding the burdens of war, the country 
has maintained a course of commercial pros- 
perity fully equal to the average of ordinary 
times ; and a belief is confidently expressed that, 
with ordinary care, the monetary condition of 
the country is impregnable. 

France. Saturday, 29th ult., was the grand 
military fete of the entry into Paris of the 
regiments from the Crimea. Immense crowds 
thronged the streets, banners and triumpbant 
arches were abundant; the troops marc 
amid the enthusiasm of the people, and formed 
around the column of July. The regiments 
were the 20th, 39th, end 50th of the line, who 
distinguished themselves at the Malakoff; Chas- 
seurs, Zouaves, two regiments of Voltigeurs, and 
Artillery of the Guards, ten regiments of the 
Grenadiers, and the Gendarmes of the Guards. 
The Emperor, accompanied by the Prince Na- 
poleon, rode to the palace Debastille, where he 
addressed the soldiery. 

The troops afterward defiled before the Empe- 
ror and Empress, Marshals Wagnan and Canro- 
bert, and the Court. Every soldier in Paris 
received ten francs gratuity. ; 

Admiral Lyons and General Marmora are in 
Paris. ; 

Swepen. From Sweden the accounts are very 
warlike. Commanders have received instruc- 
tions, marked private, to refuse leave of absence, 
and to have regiments in the highest state of 
efficieney by the spring. Military and naval 
manufactures go on, and indications are that, 
in accordance with the secret article of the 
treaty, Sweden will openly take the field with 
the allies in the spring. Sweden has on hand 





some millions of thalers surplus revenue, which 
is to be devoted to equip the army and navy. 

Denmark. The Danish government is report- 
ed to have consented to the establishment of 
depots of stores for the English fleet at Kiel, 
and the English fleet is to rendezvous there in 
April. 

Russia. -The Czar has ordered the command- 
ants in Finland, in the Baltic provinces, to re- 
port the means of defence to the grand council 
of war now in session at St. Petersburg. Con- 
tracts are advertised for immense quantities of 
artillery stores, &e. New rifle regiments are 
being, enrolled. Emancipation is offered as a 
bribe to the serf, while some restrictions impos- 
ed by the Czar Nicholas have been repealed. 

The publication of the austrian Concordat 
has been prohibited lest it should cause religious | 
discontent. The Czar has also issued a decree | 
conferring on peasants the right to possess land- 
ed property in Poland. Personal serfdom is to 
be re Toso by annual payment. Three years 
are allowed for the execution of the decree. 

Inpia AnD Cutna. The arrival of the India 
mail brings interesting intelligence. A battle 
had occurred at Oude between the fanatic in- 
surgents and the British troops, under Capt. 
Berlon, assisting the troops of the King of Oude, 
Noy. 2d. 500 dead were left on the field, and 
the insurgents were dispersed, but the country 
is yet unsettled. Martial law has been pro- 
claimed in the Santal districts. The Santal 
insurrection is not suppressed, but is no longer 
dangerous. 

Herat has been taken by the Persians. This 
causes much excitement, as Herat is the key of 
Northern India. An expedition up the Persian 
Gulf, to compel Persia to give up her conquest, 
is talked of. 

The order prohibiting the export of saltpetre 
from India, except to England, is loudly com- 
plained against. 

Chinese politics to Nov. 15th unchanged. 
British ship Invincible, Shanghae to London, 
sunk the American ship A. Chesborough during 
a squall. No particulars. 

Manilla dates to the 9th of November report 
a dreadful occurrence that happened on board 
of the American ship Waverley. She put into 
Manilla to bury her captain, and some trouble 
ensued on board, when the mate shot two or 
three, and drove the rest below, and then went 
ashore to attend the funeral. On his return 
the hatches were opened, and out of 450 men, 
251 were reported dead from suffocation. The 
mate and crew were imprisoned by panish 
authorities.

Tue Necoriations, There is nothing new of

iment of Hussars formerly stationed at Odessa. 
t is therefore evident that no want of provis- 
ions is experienced by Prince Gortschakoif.’’ 

A letter from Odessa of the 21st ult., in the 
Austrian Gazette, says : ‘‘ Large bodies of troops 
are marching from the Crimea into Bessarabia. 
There is not, however, any intention of evacudt- 
ing the former, as their places will be filled by 
other troops from the reserve and by the mili- 
tias.’’ 

Gen. Gortschakoff will, it is said, be replaced 
in the Crimea by Count Osten Sacken; the 
former will resume the command of the troops 
on the Danube. 

The Allied gun boats which remained at Kin- 
burn have been frozen in, and all the efforts 
made to release them have hitherto been fruit- 
less. 

It is rumored but not confirmed that Gen. 
Pelissier is appointed commander of the Allied 
armies, and Admiral Lyons commander of the 
Allied fleets in the East. 

The Muscovite party are striving to supersede 
Gortschakoff by Gen. Mouravieff as commander 
in the Crimea.. 

Menschikoff has been appointed Military Gov- 
ernor of Cronstadt. 


Asta. Omar Pasha has returned to Soukoum 
Kaleh, renouncing his intention of attacking 
Kutais at present. 

The Russian General Susoff took possession of 
the defiles of Hassan Saleh as soon as Selim Pa- 
sha retreated to Erzeroum. 

The greater part of the Russian army will 
winter at Kars. 

Intelligence from Constantinople of the 24th 
ult. state that many persons had already quitted 
Erzeroum, fearing that it would be attacked by 
the Russian army. These persons had sought 
refuge at Trebizond. 

The Invalide Russe publishes a proclamation 
by Gen. Mouravieff, calling the entire popula- 
tion of Imeretia, Guriel and Mingrelia to wage 
a war of extermination against the enemies of 
the cross. It is this measure which is supposed 
to have caused Omer Pacha’s retreat. .- 

Letters from Constantinople state that the 
Austrian government has made a satisfactory 
explanation to the Porte representing the seizure 
of Col. Turk on Ottoman territory. Other ac- 
counts from Constantinople say that the popu- 
larity of Omar Pasha hes been much diminished 
by reason of the failure of his present expedition.

English language. The schelarly Brougham ex- 
claimed ‘‘A very valuable work—a necessity to 
every educated man.’’ The London Times said, 
‘The best and most useful dictionary of the Eng- 
lish language ever printed.’’ George Bancroft a- 
good linguist and prince among historians—said: 
The etymological part surpasses anything that 
has been done for the English language by any 
earlier laborers in the same field.’’ Well he 
might say so, for none but one grossly ignorant 
could deny it, and no man since, in the English 
language, has even re-surveyed “the same 
field.”’ The Hon. John C. Spencer, whose 
legal decisions are quoted with the highest re- 
spect in America and England, eulogized it in 
the strongest language possible ; and, after hay- 
ing carefully compared it with all other lexico- 
graphical works of any pretensions, made this 
his constant companion in his professional Ja- 
bors. 

A severe scrutiny has signally failed in point- 
ing out in it any great defects. Especially, its 
philological accuracy and its philosophical defini- 
tions stand unimpeached ; and little criticism 
has been obliged to fasten on the orthography 
and pronunciation of a duzen or two of words— 
less than the dust on a balance, compared with 
the great merits of the book. Who has not 
heard of the cobbler, that, standing before an 
exquis'te picture was dead to all its beauties, 
because the shoe was not painted according to 
the cobbler’s taste! And that taste, too, was 
probably founded on an obsolete fashion !

WEBSTER'S DICTIONARY. | 
A complete dictionary must accomplish several | 
distinct objects. It should embrace all the words 
current in the language, (omitting of course, | 
many derived forms of words and compounds,) 
alphabetically arranged. It should give their 
orthography and pronunciation, especially in a 
language not phonographic, according to the 
last usage, and where usage varies, qcnentiing | 
the analogies and tendencies of the language. It 
should note such words as are obsolete, obso- 
lescent, provincial, technical, or in any other es- 
dential respect peculiar. It should give all the 
shades of meaning in which they are properly 
used. And if in addition to the above, it presents 
the etymological origin of words, especially in a 
language so composite as the English, its value 
will be greatly heightened. 
Now we hesitate not to assert that, previous to 














was no work in the English language that could 
justly claim to accomplish these objects. John- 
son’s Dictionary, a monumentof labor in to day, 
| was deficient in every respect. Its vocabulary 
was not complete ; its orthography not followed; 
its definitions tautological, and sometimes incor- 
rect; and its presentation of the origin of words, 
except of those from the Latin and Greek, gross- 
ly deficient. Walker's was but little better, and 
none furnished the desideratum. 

Noah Webster, a young man of ardent tem- 
perament, saw the demand, and determined to 
supply it. With youthful enthustsam, he entered 
upon the work, but soon found himself unquali- 
fied for the truly enormous task. But, unlike 
his predecessors, he did not content himself with 
presenting an imperfect work, far below his own 
ideal, nor did he despair. Perceiving the com- 
posite character of our language, he determined 
to study its mother tongues, an@trace its words 
back to their springs. For more than a dozen 
long years, this was his daily study. Supported 
not by a professorship, but by the profits of his 
spelling-book, which more potently than any le- 
gal enactments could have done it, was har- 
monizing the speech of this thinly-settled, mot- 
ley-populated country, he patiently pursued his 
task. The Gothic, with all its branches, Anglo- 
Saxon, German, Dutch, Friesic, Danish, &c.; 
the Celtic, in its branches, Cymric, Gaelic and 
Irish ; the Sclavonic, the Hungarian ; and thence 
all the modern languages of Europe, were his 
study. Then he proceeded to Sanscrit, the oldest 
language extent, and Lithuanian, Arabic, He- 
brew, and Syriac, and others. 

He could not read the literature of these lan- 
guages, except a few specimens, nor study close- 
ly their syntax—this would have heen a task be- 
yond the reach of a mortal, bet he thoroughly 
analyzed their etymologies, and made with his 

na collection of cognate words from all of 
these various tongues, preparatory toan ex- 
haustive analysis of the English language. Now, 
whether such a course is necessary to the lexi- 
cographer of other languages or not, it is neces- 
“sary in our language, for the English is the most 
composite of modern languages. 

Besides this, he spent many years more in care- 
fully reading the best productions in the English 
language, collecting words not previously ar- 
ranged in any dictionary, and in gathering new 
and appropriate passages to illustrate the various 
usage of words. This part of his labor was not 
inferior to that of Johnson, so often made the 
theme of eulogy by his admirers. He was now 
prepared in the prime of life, to resume his 
youthful task. 

The result was, in a few years more, his great

They 
are but an inconsiderable remnant of changes 
which Dr. Webster was the first lexicographer 
to authenticate, and which are now generally | 
adopted—and the next generation will witness 
the general adoptior of these. 

We do not claim for his book absolute perfec- 
tion. Such is not found in the productions of, 
mortals. But weclaim that Webster should. 
have the proper credit for his labors ; that no| 
book produced by an ordinary scholar, having! 
adopted either immediately‘from him or im-| 
mediately through others the result of his labors, 
and compelled to coincide with him in all but a 
few insignificant items, and thence differing im- 
measurably from all other dictionaries in the 
language, be allowed to rob him of his well 
earned credit and position, or to be mentioned 
in thesame category. It isno new thing to see 
a man who has toiled long to invent a machine 
and bring it to perfection, robbed of all his 








honor bya pretender, who introducing some 
little *‘improvement”’ or blemish into the same) 
machine, and disguising it as his own, fattens on! 
the genius and toil of another. It will argue a’ 
great deficiency in American scholarship, if in| 
this case, they are not able to distinguish be- 
tween the original and the counterfeit, the gene-. 
ine and the false. We have, personally, no in-| 
terest in the matter, not common to all desirous | 
to see true scholarship encouraged, and we only’ 
desire to have the verdict of American scholars, 
continue unchanged, pronounced as it has been, | 
unquestionably for the truth. 

To show the excellency of Webster's Diction- 
ary, specimens have often been given. We sub- 
join one, actually taken at random the very first 
word, purely English, which meets our eyes on 
opening the book, for the purpose. The word 
is Stall, and what do we learn about it: ‘Stall, 
(stawl) [Saxon, séael, stal, stall, a place, a seat 
or station, a stable, state, condition; Dutch> 
stal; German séal/,a stable, a stye; Danish 
stald; Swedish, stall; French séalle and etal; 
Italian, stalla; Welch, ystal, from the root of 
German stellen to set, i. e. to throw down, to 
thrust down ; Sanscrit, séal/a, a place. See Still.] 

Then follow six different definitions, arranged 
numerically, with illustrations of four of them, 
drawn from Dryden, the English Bible, Spencer, 
and Warburton. Now conceive of the amount 
of study necessary to give such an analysis of 
this one word. And consider fora moment, 
the information conveyed. We learn that Sta/l 
was used by the Gothic race, who were in Eu- 
rope before the age of autheatic history ; by the 
Celtic race, who preceded them ; and finally by 
the speakers of Sanscrit, who dwelt in Asia, 
beyond whom ‘‘the memory of man runneth not 
back.”’ All these, therefure, were probably of 
common origin. Besides we are referred to the 
word still, which upon consultation, we find 
¢ognate with a Greek word, thus introducing 
the Pelasgic race into the great company who 
used this one vocable. I had thought of giving 
the analysis of this word as found in Johnson, 
Walker, and Richardson, but it would extend 
the article too much. Any one, on examination, 
will acknowledge the vast superiority of Web- 
ster. If called upon to sacrifice my library, 
volume by volume, the book which I shguld 
preserve longest, except the Bible, is The 
American Dictionary of the English Language, 
by Dr. Webster. E. O. Haven.
